1 . Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art fails 
to teach or fairly suggest a method for playing audio programming during video trick 
mode playback of a video presentation, the method comprising periodically dropping 
selected blocks of the audio frames; and interspersing periods of silence between at 
least some of the blocks remaining after the dropping step to form a signal for audio 
playback.

d. Shimoyoshi et al. (U.S. Patent 6,356,21 1) his invention relates to an 
encoding method and apparatus, suitable for encoding input signals by high 
efficiency encoding and for reproducing playback signals on transmission, 
recording, reproduction and decoding, and a recording medium. 

e. Willis et al. (U.S. Patent 6,154,603) discloses a method for picture 
decoding and display in a apparatus reproducing from a digital disk.
